Repair lost 

in Mondays blaze

Automobile history and a life- 
time of building a business took 
about two hours to go up in smojce 
Monday, Dec. 15 as Antioch began to 
awaken. . 

First Fire Protection District-An- 
tioch Fire Department turned out at 
approximately 4:15 a.m. to extin- 
guish a fire at Phil's Auto Body Repair, 
42503 Nprth Poplar Avenue, west of 
Channel Lake. 

"It was fully involved when we 
arrived," said Fire Chief Dennis 
Volling. "Basically, the garage was to- 
tally lost." The cause of the fire is un- 
determined. 

Tlie 30-foot by40-faot'pole-style 
barn was home to Phil and Char 
Horch's business of restoring auto- 
mobiles and repairing vehicle acci- 
dent damage. 

"Unbelievable. Just.unbelievable," 
said Char Horsch as she watched fire- 
fighters extinguish hot spots in Jhe 
burned-tbith&igroimd pile of burhed- 
out automobiles and caved-fn walls. 
"Once they got here, they put it right 
out," she said. Chief VolJing said they 
prevented the loss of vehicles and 
buildings witliin yards of the flames. 

Lost in the fire were three vehi- 
cles and two antique automobiles. A 
1990 Toyota Camry, a 1996 CMC Sa- 
fari van, and C.J, Jeep were in the 
building for auto-body repair work. 
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TWo antique vehicles were destroyed, 
a 1928 Buick and a 1931 Model A 
Ford. 

"The Buick was perfect," Phil 
Horsch said. "And, I had it half done." 

"The last car (Model A Ford) was 
one 1 had been waiting for 100 years," 
Phil Horsch said. "That was like my 
• first car." 

The, Ford was the only vehicle 
owned by Phil Horsch lost in the fire. 
The others belonged to customers . 

Also lost in the fire were tools and 
specialized equipment for repair and 
restoration work. "It's 30-some year's 
accumulation of tools," he said. 

Horsch said that he and his wife 
bought the place in 1961. He started, 
the business in two vehicle bays of a' 
garage adjacent to their home. "I'll 
probably be back to these stalls, he 
said, each of which contained exam- 
ples of his restoration work. One stall 
had a gun metal gray unpainted pick- 
up truck passenger cab and chassis 
awaiting further work. The second 
holds a finished customized road- 
ster-style automobile protected by 
blankets. 

The destroyed building and cus- 
tomer vehicles are covered by insur- 
ance provided by Osmond Insurance 
Service, Ltd. "We've had him for 
^years," Pliil Horsch saicL^WeVe had 
"^n^oliitely no problems at airwitlf 
(Tim Osmond). He's been like a 
friend," said Phil Horsch. 

By 6:21 a.m. fire prevention in- 
vestigation firefighters John Lucas 
and Rich Frankson were examining 
the smoking remains for information 
about how the fire started and how it 
moved ilirough the building.

State-of-the-art 
facility to be built at 
former McDonald's

U.S. Postal Service officials may 
sign lease agreements soon for a new 
retail postal service center on Or- 
chard Street at the location of the for- 
mer McDonald's restaurant. " 

' "We've withheld any kind of offi- 
cial announcement," Mayor Marilyn 
Shineflug told a Dec. 1 i Antioch Ro- 
tary Club meeting in response to a 
question asked by Rotary members. 
"They don't have a signed lease yet," 
said Claude LeMere, community de- 
velopment director. 

The site of th^ McDonald's 
restaurant has been under construc- 
tion for many weeks as part of ex- 
pansion to an existing shopping cen- 
ter. The expansion adds approxi- 
mately 6,000 square feet of retail 
space. 

"The post office is doing what 
they call a state-of-the-art retail cen- 
ter." said Claude LeMere. "All the 
(mail) sorting operations will remain 
where they are presently," he said. 
TThe postal facility is expected to cost 
approximately $479,000. "Tliey are 
■ taking bids for that now." he said. 

The nevvpostoi facility at theMc-- 
DonaJd's locatjon wi/I have retail 
merchandise and mail boxes. ''Ybu 
can go in, pick items off the sheJf, 
(and) bring them to the cashier," 
LeMere told Rotarians.

Antioch High Senior Class President 
realizes dream as delegate 
to National 4-H Congress

Raising rabbits, sewing shirts, 
and sawing wood can develop lead- 
ership skills. 

After more than a decade of fun 
and work, Amy Vanderkooy of Lake 
Villa's Guys and Gals 4-H Club has 
managed to achieve something that 
few people accomplish— she was 
one of 29 Illinois leadership delegates 
to the 76th National 4-H Congress 
that convened in Memphis, Tenn., 
for five days after Thanksgi\ang.

"This was a dream. This is the

Her trip to the National 4-H Con- 
gress began when she was 8 years 
old. In January, she will be 18. Her se- 
lection as a candidate to the Con- 
gress was based on projects she did 
and lessons she learned during her 
entire 4-H career. 

Vanderkooy describes achieve- 
ment of her dream as a progression 
of experiences and encouragement. 
She got support and skills from her 
family Community service organiza- 
tions and businesses also helped her. 
All of this activity and encourage- 
ment took place within the youth 
leadersliip forming program called 4- 
H which is sponsored through the 
University of Illinois, a Land Grant 
College. In Illinois, there are 225.000 
young people and 1 6,000 youth lead- 
ers who participate in 4-H.

12." The family had a long history of 
life with 4-H. "My mom and her sis- 
ters and her brother were all in 4-H. 
My Grandpa Keith was in Future 
Farmers of America." 

Another strong supporter was 
her Grandmother. "Angela Lemke is 
a Dutch seamstress and she was my 
teacher. She still is," said Van- 
derkooy. Both sides of the family re- 
ceive credit from her for their sup- 
port 

It was her sewing that helped 
cinch the Tennessee trip, and it is 
the trip that helped her further 
build her leadership skills. All her 
life Vanderkooy has been involved 
in many activities within 4-H. "I've 
shown rabbits, ducks. I have a bull," 
she said. She is very good at wood 
working. "I love animals. At one 
time I had 35 rabbits," she said. 
Theywere Red Satin pure-bred rab- 
bits. Now she has Norman. Norman 
Is a Jersey bull calf that she has had 
for three or four months. "It's just 
for fun," she said. 

She also loves woodworking. "It 
is so satisfying," she said. This year 
she built an Adirondack chair. Ust 
year she built an Oak curio cabinet. 
Past projects Include shelves and a 
rocking horse big enough for a 5 year 
old child to ride. Her father, Fred 
Vanderkooy, helped v^rith the wood- 
vyork. "He has a woodshop. He is my 
teacher." 

Her mother, Dutchie Van- 
derkooy, taught her cooking, cross- 
stitching, and gave her support. "I 
love sewing," she said. "It's like a 
stress reliever." She likes to make 
high quality clothing that fits her and 
still costs less than what she would 
have had to pay In a store. She was 
able to place as Best of Show in the 
clothing category at the 1997 Lake 
County Fair. 

The Antioch community itself 
has helped her also over the years. 
Vanderkooy went to Illinois Girls 
State with the help of women in the 
American Legion Auxiliary. Antioch 
Rotary Club helped her. "They sent 
me to Rotary Youth Leadership 
Award," she said. The Antioch 
Woman's Club sent her to the Hugh 
O'Brien Youth Leadership Award 
conference. That was a national 
event at which Vanderkooy was 
able to represent Antioch Commu- 
nity High School. She serves as Se- 
nior Class president at ACHS as 
well as treasurer of the student 
council, 

One of the more recent sources 
of help to whom she gives credit is 
Jo-Ann Fabrics & Crafts. "They are 
wonderful," Vanderkooy said. 
"They let me use their $2,000 



sewing machine tp learn how to 
work with the new technology." 
Vanderkooy said that one of her 
sewn outfits will be hanging in the 
store window soon. 

Her decade of 4-H participa- 
tion, the time spent documenting 
her 4-H career for evaluation, the 
trips to leadership events, and all 
the work she invested in projects 
created within her a strong sense of 
leadership. "My greatest accom- 
plishment is that I can stand up and 
talk in front of people," Vanderkooy 
said of her 4-H experience. She 
learned people skills, and she 
learned about getting organized. 
"There are plenty of times when 
you cut the material wrong or 
gouge the wood, and you have to 
repair it or fix it. Four-H teaches 
you life skills," Vanderkooy said. 
She said that there is always some- 
thing to do. 

Jane Keroson is the leader of the 
Guys and Gals 4-H Club and the 
one who worked with Vanderkooy 
on her projects and leadership 
skills. "{4-H) is the largest informal 
education system in the world," 
Keroson said. "It gives you the abil- 
ity to go out in the workplace." 
Young people learn about follow 
through, planning.and filling out 
paperwork In addition to doing in- 
teresting, responsible projects. She 
said, "4rH is the best kept secret in 
the world." Keroson has high praise 
for her club members and Van- 
derkooy in particular. "She happens 
to be the type of lady who is very 
well-rounded. She excels in things 
she gives her time and energy too." 
She said, "You tell Amy (to do some- 
thing), and It is done." 

At the national congress, Van- 
derkooy attended educational semi- 
nars and cultural events. She met 
people like Dave Thomas, Chief Ex- 
ecutive Officer of Wendy's, and Kate 
Shindle, Miss America for 1998. 
There were 1,100 youth delegates 
from 45 states and territories of the 
United States. Tlie theme of the five- 
day congress was "Learning to 
lead...Leading to learn in a Diverse 
World.'* Seminars were held on such 
topics as Livestock Ethics, The Rules 
of Life, Youth Entrepreneurship, 
Time Management, Cruising the In- 
formation Highway, and the Envi- 
ronment. 

Vanderkooy found the national 
congress to be a very positive "once 
in a lifetime experience." Participa- 
tion gave her a very special feeling. "It 
was the feeling that 1 am not alone. 
There are other people out there who 
believe in the same things," she said. 
"It taught me to be me."

Antioch will count noses in new 
development areas. 

Special census counts can be 
done in communities that experi- 
ence population growth between na- 
tional 10-year census periods. 

"We are not doing a census on the 



whole village," Mayor Marilyn Shine- 
flug told Antioch RotarianClub mem- 
ber Decl 1. "We are doing a census on 
the areas where we've gotten growth." 

A special census is undertaken 
by villages to increase their share of 
state and federal funds for programs 
that are based on population size. 

According to the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission, the 



1990 population of Antioch is 6,105 
people. The regional planning agen- 
cy's most recent projections for the 
year 2020, a thirty year time-period 
since the 1990 census, suggest that 
the village will have a population of 
22,730. That forecast assumes that 
there will be improvements to Chica- 
go-0'Hare International Airport and 
no new southern regional airport.

paths, Main Street improvements, 
ongoing sidewalk repair, and inves- 
tigation of a second fire station loca- 
tion east of the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad tracks. 

LeMere presented details about 
the wetland restoration project be- 
hind retail buildings along the east 
side of downtown Main Street. He 
also described downtown economic 
activity as the strongest in many . 
years. "We are nearing 100 percent 
occupancy in the downtown now," 
he told Rotarians. 

ShineRug said that the village 
has received approval for an Illinois 
Department of Transportation Op- 
eration Green Light Project to bring 
sidewalks to the edge of the Wiscon- 
sin Central Railroad tracks on Depot 
Street. The Railroad is responsible 
for construction in rail crossing ar- 
eas. The project vrill eventually con- 
nect sidewalks on either side of the 
tracks. 

"We filed an application to get 
funding for the second phase of the 
sidewalk-bikeway path," Shineflug 
said. "Eventually we want it to go all 
the way from Deep Lake Road west 
over to Tiffany Road." This is a sec- 
ond phase sidewalk bikeway path 
project that will cost $270,000 and 
does not require a local funding 
match. 

Main Street area Improvement 
projects are expected to be under- 
way in 1998. The rear parking lot be- 
hind the downtown retail business- 
es on the east side of Main Street will 
be improved. Bad pavement sections 
will be removed and a new surface 
will be applied said Shineflug. The 
new alignment for Skidmore Street 
will bring it closer to the backs of the 
retail buildings. It Is expected that 
Commonwealth Edison will have 
buried their utility lines by the end of 
summer. New signs will be erected to 
guide people to municipal parking 
and places such as the Centegra 



medical services building. 

The downtown streetscape will 
be improved wi th new sidewalks and 
street lights. Shineflug said the side- 
walk project has been under devel- 
opment for a year. "Tlie big issue has 
always been: can we save the trees? 
We are very happy to announce that 
we will be able to save tlie trees," she 
said. "The roots actually go dovm in- 
stead of under the sidewalk." This 
will improve tree survival. "We hope 
to begin the sidewalks in tlie Spring.'^ 

Street lights will be installed 
downtown. The project includes a 
combination of high and low masts 
for lights. There will be ten low-mast 
lights and eleven high-most Us'"— ' 
This combination will provide re- 
quired light levels. "It should work 
out pretty well," Shineflug said. 

The village has a sidewalk repair 
program. Shineflug said. "WeYe 
working on a four-year program." It 
is for repairs to broken segments and 
also provides links between existing, 
unconnected sections. "We do about 
100 squares (of sidewalk) a year," she 
said. 

LeMere was asked questions 
about a new postal facility and about 
economic expansion evident on Or- 
chard Street. "1 think our retail cli- 
mate has taken an upward tone," he 
said. He said that the village has po- 
tential tenants for existing vacancies 
in the area's retail core. He said that 
the years-long Globe Store vacancy 
was a factor of floor space and retail- 
er needs. " It was too large for a small 
retailer, too small for a large retailer. 
In the last five years, a lot of small re- 
tail chains, like what we have in there 
now, Dollar General, have come into 
existence." That type of retailer can 
use these spaces. 

"I'll tell you, Dollar General, 
since they opened up, has been the 
busiest store in the (corporation's) 
district." They have broken all 
records for business LeMere said.

The village last requested a 
bond issue approval by village resi- 
dents in the late 1970s. 



New parking 
ordinance 

adopted 

Village trustees adopted a new 
residential parking ordinance at their 
Dec. 15 council meeting. The new 
ordinance defines ownership re- 
quirements of commercial and pas- 
senger vehicles parked in residential 
areas. The ordinance adopts a defin- 
ition of a commercial vehicle. The 
ordinance does not regulate recre- 
ational vehicles. 

"The old ordinance is unen- 
forceable," said Mayor Marilyn 
Shinefiug during a Dec. 1 discussion 
by trustees of the proposed ordi- 
nance. Village Attorney Kenneth 
Clark at that time characterized the 
ordinance as an attempt to make it 
possible for people to park commer- 
cial vehicles in their driveway since 
the existing ordinance does not per- 
mit it. A commercial vehicle or truck 
is considered to be 1.5 tons or less. 

Trustees proposed that the now 
duplicate, superseded parking regu- 
lations be removed from the village 
zoning code. The Village Zoning 
Board was asked to conduct public 
hearings to remove the old parking 
regulations from their code.

He established 
career highs in every offensive cate- 
gory and was second on the team In 
home runs with a five-game hitting 
streak. He hit well in the clutch (.341 
with runners on third and .375 with 
the bases loaded) in a season which 
saw the Twins in the hunt for a wild- 
card spot until the final two weeks.

"In 1996 I was able to stay 
healthy.

Battle of the minds 

Antioch Dragon defeats Round Lake Master Blaster 
in student built robot competition

As the theme song from 
Rocky blared in the baclc- 
ground, the Dragon 
trudged slowly up the 
ramp to victory. 

As it dropped its last stick of dy- 
namite in Its bucket, the crowd 
went wild. 

Is this some B-grade movie? 
No, its an account of the final 
seconds of a unique competition 
held, Saturday. 

Tlie "Dynamite Due!" 1997 Ro- 
bot Competition was held at Round 
Lake Higii School, and pitted stu- 
dents and machines from Uke 
County against each other in a 
friendly, but spirited competition. 

Among the Lake County schools 
participating were: Lake Bluff Mid- 
dle School, Antioch High School,

The students' objective was to 
build a remote controlled "robot" 
.which would then pick up pieces of 
"dynamite" outside of an "old mine" 
and place them into a bucket. 

The dynamite sticks are pieces 
of 200 class PVC pipe, 12 inches in 
length. Some of the pieces of pipe 
are light, with nothing in them, oth- 
ers, are heavy, with around four 
ounces of loose pebbles inside. 

The robots may weigh up to 25 
pounds and have no more than four 
motors. 

Interesting names like the Mas- 
ter Blaster, Ram Cow, the Dragon 
and the TC3 TriloBot, reflected the 
student's own personalities and the 
design and function of the robot. 

The.winning team was the team 
with the most amount of weight in 
their bucket. 

The buckets for each team were 
stationed up a slight incline, and 
were set up like a scale, to indicate 
the team with the heaviest bucket. 

The robots were controlled by a 
driver and a spotter, who were lo- 
cated at the comers of the field. 

During the two-and-a-half 



minute match, students may drive 
the robot anywhere except for on 
their opponents' platform. The ro- 
bots may attempt to remove sticks 
from the other's bucket, may de- 
fend their own bucket or may block 
access to their opponents' bucket. 
The robots may push or pull on the 
buckets during the match, but at 
the end of the game tlie buckets will 
be allowed to sv^ng free, in order to 
determine the winner. 

The matches, were fierce, with 
teams and the crowd alike cheering 
and yelling like the competition was 
a sporting event. 

Joe Schramm, of Buffalo Grove, 
a team member for the Lake County 
Vocational Campus and a student 
at Stevenson High School, said the 
team's robot, the TC3 TriloBot, was 
a melange of a number of different 
designs. 

"Three groups from the campus 
worked together on it and came up 
with different ideas," Schramm 
said. "We muted and matched 
everything that worked." 

The TriloBot worked well, en-

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There's nothing funny 
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If you're a member of this Baby 
Boomer generation as I am, you 
know who 
musician/singer/composer Neil 
Young is and are probably familiar 
Willi these words from his song, "The 
Needle and the Damage Done": 

"... And every junkie's like the 
setting sun . ..*! 

Forlhoseofus who have - 
watched a member of our family be 
consumed by drug addiction, tlie 
words of that song ring sadly.tme. 
And now the sun has set for one 
very dear to my heart - my "baby" 
brother. His name was Frank NoUer 
and he was 39-years-old last week 
when he died of a drug overdose. 
His body was found, alone, in a 
seedy hotel room in San Francisco. 

There is, of course, nothing 
funny about the loss of my brother. 
He and, I had a special bond, and 1 
will miss him terribly. But if by 
telling his story 1 can reach even one 
young person out there who may be 
headed in the same direction, his 
deatli won't seem so pointless. 

Frank began experimenting 
with drugs as young as 12-years-old, 
eventually becoming a high school 
dropout and drifting into a "career" 
.as a thief. I'm sure there are still one 
or two policemen at the Fox Lake 
police station who will find his name 
very familiar. By the time he 
reached his early 20s, he had already 
been in and out of prison, and had 
graduated to injecting cocaine intra- 
venously. From that point on, his 
"life" was set in an all too familiar 
pattern — tlieft, drugs, prison, tlieft, 
drugs, prison, etc., etc. He over- 
dosed several times, nearly died

from a staph infection caused by a 
dirty needle, and eventually con- 
tracted AIDS about five years ago, 
coming close to death again in 
prison in 1996 from AIDS-related 
pneumonia. 

Despite all that (or maybe 
because of it), Frank and I were very 
close. For tlie last 14 years, I have 
played Wendy to my brother's Peter 
Pan. Each time he would be 
released from prison, he would 
come to stay with me. Each time I 
would try to point him in the right 
direction. But it was always in 
vain— Peter Pan didn't really want to 
grow up, and eventually he would 
fly back to Never Never Land. 

He didn't own a home, or prop- 
erty, and nearly all of liis "posses- 
sions" are packed in a single box in 
my garage. Perhaps his only real 
accomplishment vras the handsome 
and intelligent son he has left beliind 
—my nephew Eric — who witli the 
help of liis mother, Belinda, has 
emerged with his heart a little dented 
but not broken. He plans to sign up 
this week at Devry Technical Institute, 
hoping to build a career in the field of 
computers. Eric has a future— some- 
thing his father never considered. 

It miglit have been easier for 
those of us who loved Frank (and sur- 
prisingly, there were many) if he had 



been unlikable. But despite his flaws, 
he was charming, gentle and mischie- 
vously fimny. Like a child, he didn't 
want to hurt anyone, never managing 
to understand how deeply and 
painMly his actions affected us all. 

And like some children do, he 
thrived on negative attention. I 
once wrote him a song detailing my 
disappointment with the kind of life 
he had chosen, and instead of mak- 
ing him sad, he was flattered that 1 
had written it {just as he would be to 
read these words today). He proud- 
ly showed it to everyone, even 
singing it in a contest at a prison pic- 
nic. Here's a piece of that song: 
Brother, can 1 talk to you? 
I thought this time you were through; 
Tiiat things would be different 
You'd start your life anew 
But here we sit with iron bars 
And concrete that surrounds 
Wliy do you always choose the road 
To nowhere • goin'down 
Nowhere, goin' down 
Years that can't be found 
Life the "easy way" 
Oh, what a price you pay 

So many of us— his parents, his 
siblings, his friends, his son— tried 
to reach him. Yet, Frank could 
. never hear the seriousness of our 
words because he preferred to see 
life as one endless party. "Rock me, 
baby!" was his favorite expression. 
But like other junkies before 
him, drug abuse turned my broth- 
er's life into a lonely party for one. 

And now the "party" is over.

Second 'scream-along' 
is another winner 



Seldom is a movie sequel worth- 
while flick fare, but in the case of 
"Scream 2" Director Wes Craven has 
an even greater time poking fun at 
teenage horror movies than he did 
the successful firsttime around. 

Two of TV's top stars, Neve 
Campbell of "Party of Five," and 
"Friend's" Courtney Cox have a sec- 
ond screaming good time as, a few 
years older, but obviously none the 
wiser, they wade through the pretty 
bodies laid waste by a nutty killer or 
two. 

Just as "Scream" mastered 
pulling the leg of horror movies, 
"Scream 2" yanks the chain of se- 
quels. 

The second time around the 
killer, or killers, tend to slop around 
in more blood wearing the same 
chilling screaming ghost mask used 
in tjie first movie. 

The jokes continue, as a deputy 
stabbed in the back walks with a 
limp, all topped by the casting of 
Aaron Spelling's "90210" kid, Tory, in 
a movie about the first set of scary 
demises. 



Although the college kids in 
"Scream 2" are just as dumb as their 
high school predecessors, most of 
tlie actors have class befitting of thes- 
pians who should have grown wiser 
with age, especially since they all 
seem to be experts on how to avoid 
being killed in a iiorror movie. 

Shades of Jamie Lee Curtis, this 
movie takes on all dead comers and 
it might garner enough sequels to 
knock 'Halloween" off of its horror 
throne. We hear the success of 
Craven's two noisy fiicks has drawn 
Ms. Curtis back to the chill screen. 

Other "Scream" vets Leiv 
Schreiber, David Arquette, and Jamie 
Kennedy are around when a movie 
based on "Scream," called fittingly 
"Stab," opens in their Ohio college 
town and the bodies start mounting. 

Because of its wit, interesting 
plot turn-abouts, and all around 
good time had by all, we give this "R" 
rated movie four out of five stars. Too 
bad the largest audience it will draw 
will probably be considered too

this child and your family, it is un- 
ethical of me to give you direct ad- 
vice unless you want to come in and 
see me. I will say, however, that the 
best place you can find that ariswer 
is in your own g^t. If you are feeling 
that it is out of control or something 
scary might be going on in het life 
to cause these nightmares, it would 
probably be much better for all of 
your collective "peace of mind's" if 
you took her in for a couple sessions 
to see someone about this problem. 
From your call, it sounds like you 
are very concerned so probably best 
to get her in for help now. 



Nightmares are strange things. 
They can be directly related to 
something going on in life and then 
again, they don't have to be. Anyone 
who has ever had one, can tell you 
that they are very terrifying and can 
get in the way of healthy sleep. I 've 
spoken with many children who su- 
perstitiously feel that if they talk 
about what was in the nightmare, it 
may come true. So, they keep their 
mouths shut and suffer alone with 
the thoughts. You might try to make 
sure that she understands that 
nightmares are just in her mind and 
that talking about it won't'make it 
happen. Help her to feel safe so she 
can open up. 

There is also the possibility that 
something is happening in her life 
that scares her. It can be routine 
change (somedmes routine change 
can be the scariest) or something 
out of the ordinary that has either 
made her uncomfortable or terrified 



her. Either way, it's worthwhile to 
checTcitout 

There is also the possibility that 
she has seen one too many scary 
movies or someone at school has 
told her about something scary. I 
can remember being 8-years-old 
and having one of our neighbor's 
rotten friends tell me about the "leg- 
end of Mary Worth." This was the fa- 
vorite story of teenagers at that time. 
The one about the woman who sup- 
posedly got struck by lightening and 
if you said her name enough times 
at a slumber party, she would ap- 
pear. During the sleep-over I was at 
one night, 1 was told this story, and 
after that, it almost took a search 
party and a crowbar to pry me out of 
my sleeping bag. I had nightmares 
for weeks just from that one story. 
Sometimes, at that age, it is difficult 
for children to separate between 
fantasy and reality. The terror from 
that can be very real.

Whatever this is from, I think it 
is important to find out and get it 
out in the open so that it can be 
talked about and resolved so this lit- 
tle one can get some good sleep.

As a baseball fan, Rabbi

Restrictions placed on RVs 

Mundeleln— After yearsofdlscussion, Mundeleln finally 
has a new ordinance on the books regarding the parking and 
storage of recreational vehicles on private property. Trustees 
voted 5 to 1 to approve the ordinance at the Dec. 15 board 
meeting. 

According to the ordinance, all Mundeleln residents are 
permitted to have up to 2 non-motorized watercraft up to 17 
feet long in any back yard. Residents who want to store more 
vehicles or have them stored in t leir front yards or side yards 
will have to apply for a permit. Variances for existing noncon- 
forming RV'smust be applied foi" within 90 days, and will be 
acted on by the village within on j year. 

The ordinance allows for the temporary parking of recre- 
ational vehicles up to 72 hours far refrigeration purposes and 
grandfathers all variances alread "{ approved under the previ- 
ous ordinance, which was appro i/ed by Mundeleln officials in 
1951. 

Recreational vehicles as described by the ordinance in- 
clude: camper, travel or utility tniilers; motor homes; off-the- 
road vehicles; racing cars or cyclus; snowmobiles; truck 
campers; and recreational watercraft.

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State investigates mortgage advertisements 



Tlie State of Illinois is cracking 
dovxTi on deceptive mortgage adver- 
tising in newspapers. The t\vo major 
issues are: simple bait-and-switch, 
wlilch occurs when lenders advertise 
nonexistent, below-market mortgage 
rates in order to entice consumers to 
call, then switch them to higher- 
priced programs; and deceptive foot- 
notes in mortgage rate boxes tliat al- 
low lenders to hide large fees. 

"Hidden fees alone can cost an 
average homeowner S2,000 to 
S3,000. Chicago-area borrowers paid 
up to S250 million in unnecessary 
fees, in 1997 alone," said John Skor- 
burg, consulting economist for 
Chicago's Premier Mortgage 
Lenders. PML is an industry trade 
group of more than 25 area banks, 
thrifts and mortgage bankers that 
make 25 percent of the area's mort- 
gages. 

"1 am personally convinced that 
there are people advertising deals, 
on a regular basis, that just don't ex- 
ist. It's hard to prove, but we will find 
them," said Jack Schafl"er, Illinois 
Commissioner of Banks and Rea] Es- 
tate. "Consumers have a right to 
honest information when they are 
getting a mortgage, and honesty 
should begin with advertising." 

"We will speak to the newspa- 
pers, and request that they re-exam- 



ine the foot-notes in these ads and in 
their own public service mortgage 
listings," explained Schaffer at a re- 
cent PML meeting. "We also are 
"shopping" loan offices (those ad- 
vertising questionable programs in 
the rate boxes) to see if there is bait- 
and-switch." 

"Further, when a lender offers a 
rate significantly below what every- 
one else is offer- 



istent low interest rates to attract 
borrowers," said James O'Brien, se- 
nior vice president mortgage lend- 
ing, for First American Bank. 

"Some of the rate boxes allow 
lenders to advertise that they charge 
zero points, when in fact they do 
charge points but call them by an- 
other name," added 0. I^obert Brun- 
ner, executive vice president for 
LaSalle Home

The investigation stemmed from 
complaints, by PML members and 
others, that many of the rate boxes 
were less than honest. "It is outra- 
geous that rate boxes can be deliber- 
ately designed to deceive the public 
by using footnotes as loopholes to 
hide large fees, and to feature nonex-

the rale is quot- 
ed. This is a practical impossibility." 
"Consumers are being misled 
daily," said Greg Sachs, senior vice 
president of Chase Manhattan Mort- 
gage, a division of the New York- 
based bank. "By the time they find 
out what the real costs are, they have 
probably invested hours of time and 
are emotionally committed to the 
lender. They may never know that 



the charges they are paying are irreg- 
ular." ■ - 

"At best these rate ads and their 
footnotes are confusing and incom- 
plete. At worst they are blatantly and 
deliberately deceptive," asserts ClilT 
Theriault, regional vice president 
with Commonwealth United Mort- 
gage and past president of the Illinois 
Mortgage Bankers Assn. 

Deception and fraud are in- 
creasing, and so are the crackdowns. 
"During the past two years we have 
closed down 40 mortgage lenders, as 
compared to two shutdowns for the 
previous seven years," said Commis- 
sioner Schaffer. 

To protect themselves, con- 
sumers need to shop and compare 
rates, APRs and fees — all fees. Always 
get in writing whatever you are 
promised and told. Reliable lenders 
don't have any surprises waiting for 
you. They don't have hidden fees or 
higher rates at closing. You won't be 
told "A money source reneged on 
their commitment and your deal is 
different." 

Fraudulent practices relating to 
mortgage rate advertising, hidden 
fees or advertised programs that are 
not available, may be reported to the 
Illinois onice of Banks and Real Es- 
tate, Consumer Ser\'ices section, by 
calling (312) 793-3000.

Home sales up strongly for RE/MAX of Northern Illinois

Carpal tunnel syndrome is a 
common CTD that affects as many 
as two million American workers. 
This condition is caused by repeat- 
ed trauma to a major nerve that 
passes through the arm into the 
wrist. Carpal tunnel syndrome 
leads to numbness, tingling, and 
weakness in the thumb and forefin- 
ger, which may become so debili- 
tating that patients can no longer 
work. Treatment consists of rest, 
wearing a wrist brace and splint.

Thoracic outlet syndrome 
(TOS) is another CTD that may be 
even more common than carpal 
tunnel syndrome. TOS occurs 
when repeated trauma compress- 
es the nerve roots that travel from 
the neck into the arm. TOS causes 
pain in the arms and shoulders, 
tingling sensations in the fingers, 
and weakness of grip or other hand 
movements. Treatment for this 
disabling condition includes phys- 
ical therapy, pain medication and 
surgery in some cases. 

Although TOS is widespread, it is 
not welt understood outside of spe- 
cialized medicine, according to ex- 
perts who took part in the recent 
Second International Conference on 
Neurovascular Compression and 
Cumulative Trauma Disorders in 
Boston. 

Experts at the conference 
warned that treatment for one type 



even 
harmful for another. "Physical 
therapy required for TOS won't 
help patients with carpal tunnel 
syndrome and can cause damage 
to patients with tendinitis, anoth- 
er CTD," said Rebecca Rotcnberg, 
MD, who co-chaired the confer- 
ence. 

"Lack of a team approach to de- 
tection and treatment Is the major 
reason why treatment today fails in a 
high number of CTD patients," Dr. 
Rotenberg said. "Teams should in- 
clude the patient, his or her primarj' 
care physician, medical specialists, 
and the patient's employer. An er- 
gonomist, or expert in workplace de- 
sign, should also be part of the team 
to make changes in the work envi- 
ronment that will prevent CTDs 
from recurring." 

The annual conference is the 
only forum that brings together the 
different lyijes of medical specialists 
who treat CTDs.

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American Heart Association 
issues winter weather warning 



Just as water pipes freeze, and 
crack during frigid temperatures, 
your lieart is also vulnerable to the 
ravages of tlie Old Man Winter. 

The American Heart Association 
warns that cold weather can cause 
your heart's "plumbing" to constrict 
and make the blood "slushier," in- 
creasing the risk of heart attack and 
stroke. 

"it*s natural for some of the ar- 
teries to narrow a little with cold tem- 
peratures. It's how they maintain 
body temperature. But it can spell 
danger to a person whose arteries are 
already narrowed," said David Coke, 
M.D., president of the American 
Heart Association of Metropolitan 
Chicago. 

Some researchers have found 
that the stress of cold temperature 
can cause constriction of the arteries 
in the heart. Cold temperature can 
also increase blood pressure and al- 
ter blood clotting. These factors ca be 
involved in angina (chest pain), heart 
attack and stroke. 

Common sense tells us to bun- 
dle up when it is blustery outside. Ex- 
posure to icy winds, snow and freez- 
ing rain steals the body's heat. The 
wind is especially dangerous since it 
strips away the warm layer of air 
around the body. 

To keep warm, wear layers of 
clothing. Tills allows air to be trapped 



between layers, forming a sort of pro- 
tective insulation. Also, wear a hat or 
head scarf. Much of the body's heat 
can be lost through the head. And ears 
are especially prone to frostbite. Keep 
your hands and feet warm, as they 
tend to lose heat rapidly. 

As we get older, the body's "ther- 
mostat" may not be as effective as it 
once was, making it more difficult to 
adjust to the cold weather. "Because 
elderly people seem to be relatively 
insensitive to moderately cold con- 
ditions, they can start to suffer hy- 
pothermia without knowing they are 
in danger," said Cooke, 

Hypothermia is a drop in body tem- 
perature to a subnormal level - 95 de- 
grees Fahrenheit or less - and is a po- 
tentially fatal condition. It occurs 
when a person's body cannot pro- 
duce enough energy to keep the in- 
ternal body temperature warm 
enough. Symptoms are slowed 
breathing and heartbeat, lack of co- 
ordination, confusion or feeling 
sleepy. Heart failure is the cause of 
death in most cases of hypothermia. 
The American Heart Association 
warns that people with coronary heart 
disease (or those at high risk) should 
avoid sudden exertion, such as lifting 
a heavy shovelftjl of snow. Even walk- 
ing through heavy, wet snoworsnow- 
drifts can strain the heart. 

If the snow must be shoveled, it

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should be done by someone who is 
physically fit and dressed warmly. 
People should not assume that 
women are immune to heart attack 
and, therefore, It is safer for them to 
shovel snow than for men. After 
menopause, risks for women are 
comparable to those for men. People 
who are known to have coronary 
heart disease should have a recom- 
mendation from their doctor as to 
how much physical exertion they can 
safely undertake. 

If you must shovel snow or be out 
in the cold, remember these signs of 
heart attacK: " 

• Unconifortable pressure, full- 
ness, squeezing or pain in the center 
of the chest lasting more that a few 
minutes. 

• Pain spreading to the shoulder, 
neck or arms. 

• Chest discomfort with light- 
headedness, fainting, sweating, nau- 
sea or shortness of breath. 

•People with high blood pressure 
have an increased risk of stroke. The 
warning signs are: 

• Sudden weakness or numbness 
of the face, arm or leg on one side of 
the body. 

• Sudden dimness or loss of vi- 
sion, particularly in one eye. 

• Loss of speech, or trouble talk 
ing or understanding speech. 

• Sudden severe headaches with 
no known or apparent cause. 

•Unexplained dizziness, un- 
steadiness or sudden falls, especially 
along v/ith any of the previous symp- 
toms. 

Avoid alcoholic beverages if you 
are planning to go out in the cold. 
While providing an initial feeling of 
warmtli-caused by expanding blood 
vessels-alcohol draws heal away from 
the body's vital organs.
